Mr.  Mayor,  Alderman  Mrs.  Giles  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
of  the  Borough  for  1953. 

The  vital  statistics  show  an  increase  in  the  birth  rate  from 
13.3  to  16.4  per  1,000.  The  number  of  illegitimate  births  was  74. 
The  death  rate  was  lower,  being  12. 1  as  compared  with  13.2  per 
1,000.  There  was  one  maternal  death.  The  infantile  mortality 
rate  showed  a  slight  decrease.  At  no  time  was  there  any  serious 
prevalence  of  infectious  disease. 

A  summary  of  the  services  provided  by  the  Kent  County 
Council  under  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  is  given  in 
the  report. 

Eleven  houses  were  demolished  during  the  year  under  the 
Housing  Acts.  Much  of  the  old  property  in  the  town  is  getting 
beyond  repair  but  the  road  is  now  open  for  the  Council  to  make  a 
start  on  slum  clearance.  The  hrst  area  to  be  dealt  with  will  be  the 
unsatisfactory  property  in  King  Street  ;  it  is  hoped  that  decision 
will  be  reached  about  this  area  in  1954.  One  hundred  and  forty- 
four  houses  were  completed  during  the  year  1953  but  the  list  of 
applicants  is  still  very  long  and  in  connection  with  this  list  no 
account  is  taken  of  people  living  in  unfit  houses  who  will  have  to 
be  rehoused  when  the  properties  are  demolished.  However, 
clearances  such  as  those  envisaged  in  this  paragraph  will  provide 
sites  in  the  middle  of  the  town  for  the  erection  of  flats,  which  will 
house  a  greater  number  of  families  than  those  actually  displaced. 
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Much  time  was  spent  during  the  year  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors 
in  the  supervision  of  the  kitchens  of  restaurants  and  hotels  and  at 
every  opportunity  advice  was  given  to  the  proprietors  and  staff  on 
matters  of  hygiene. 

The  Meteorological  Report  once  again  indicates  that  the 
climatic  conditions  of  Margate  are  favourable  and  can  stand  com¬ 
parison  with  other  English  seaside  resorts. 

The  perusal  of  matters  in  the  report  to  which  I  have  not 
referred  will  show  that  the  year  has  been  a  satisfactory  one. 

I  have  to  thank  my  fellow  Officials  and  Staff  of  the  Public 
Health  Department  for  their  co-operation,  and  in  conclusion  I 
should  like  to  thank  the  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for 
their  interest  and  their  support  accorded  to  me  during  the  year.

CLIMATE,  SOIL,  Etc. 


The  climate  is  bracing  and  the  district  is  justly  recognised  as 
being  the  healthiest  area  in  England. 

The  East  end  of  the  town  is  built  between  two  valleys,  and 
Westbrook,  Westgate  and  Birchington  are  built  on  the  chalk 
formation,  and  owing  to  this  and  the  general  undulation  of  the 
ground  the  whole  town  is  exceptionally  favoured  as  regards  surface 
drainage. 

The  areas  known  as  Westbrook  and  Palm  Bay  were  developing 
rapidly  before  the  war.  It  must  be  some  time  before  further 
building  takes  place  in  these  areas,  but  when  the  time  does  come 
it  is  to  be  hoped  that  people  who  are  wishing  to  settle  down,  will 
realise  what  a  healthy  climate  Margate  has  to  offer.  While  many 
of  the  Residential  Schools  will  never  return  to  the  town,  it  is  to  be 
hoped  that  the  buildings  they  have  vacated  will  eventually  be  used 
for  residential  or  convalescent  homes  for  those  who  require  an 
invigorating  holiday. 

The  sea  front  is  nine  miles  in  length,  of  which  seven  are 
promenades.  There  is  a  large  number  of  excellent  hotels  and 
boarding  houses  in  the  town. 


BIRTH  RATE. 

The  number  of  births  registered  during  the  year  was  691 
329  males  and  362  females),  and  of  this  total  11  were  stillbirths 
(7  males  and  4  females).  There  were  75  illegitimate  births  (33  males 
and  42  females). 

The  total  birth  rate  is  16.4  per  1,000  and  the  rate  of  illegitimate 
births  is  1.8  per  1,000  estimated  population. 

The  above  figures  show  an  increase  of  135  births  on  the  figures 

for  last  year,  and  an  increase  of  9  in  the  number  of  illegitimate 
births. 
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DEATH  RATE. 


The  number  of  deaths  registered  dining  the  same  period  was 
508  (253  males  and  255  females).  These  figures  are  reached  after 
deducting  deaths  of  persons  normally  resident  outside  the  town  and 
adding  the  deaths  of  persons  normally  resident  in  the  town  who 
died  outside  the  district. 

The  total  death  rate  is  12. 1  per  1,000.

MALIGNANT  DISEASE. 

This,  as  usual,  is  one  of  the  principal  causes  of  death. 

The  importance  of  early  diagnosis  of  this  condition  cannot  be 
stressed  too  often.  If  treatment  for  malignant  disease  is  undertaken 
very  early,  the  chances  of  cure  are  very  good,  but  if,  as  often 
happens,  the  patient  allows  the  disease  to  get  too  far  advanced 
before  seeking  medical  advice,  operation  cannot  bring  about  a  cure. 

INFANTILE  MORTALITY. 

Of  the  number  of  infants  who  died  under  the  age  of  one  year 
13  were  males  and  6  were  females.  The  infantile  mortality  rate  is 
therefore  27.9  per  1,000  live  births. 

The  Infant  Mortality  rate  for  the  year  was  slightly  higher  than 
that  for  England  and  Wales.

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(2)  MATERNITY  AND  NURSING  HOMES. 


Section  187  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  provides  for  the 
registration  of  nursing  homes  and  maternity  homes.  Exemptions 
may,  however,  be  granted  to  Homes  and  Institutions  not  carried 
on  for  profit.  Certain  other  premises,  as  mentioned  below,  are  also 
exempt  from  the  Act. 

Under  the  Act  the  term  “  Nursing  Home  ”  does  not  include 
any  hospital  or  premises  maintained  or  controlled  by  a  Government 
Department,  Local  Authority,  or  by  any  other  body  or  persons 
constituted  by  Special  Act  of  Parliament  or  incorporated  by  Royal 
Charter. 

At  the  end  of  1953  there  were  eight  Nursing  Homes  on  the 
register  consisting  of  one  for  Maternity  Nursing,  four  for  General 
Nursing  and  three  for  both  General  and  Maternity  Nursing. 

No  orders  were  made  during  the  year  refusing  registration. 

(3)  LOCAL  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE  AREA 
PROVIDED  BY  THE  KENT  COUNTY  COUNCIL. 

(a)  Laboratory  Facilities. 

The  Kent  County  Council  at  Maidstone  carry  out  pathological 
and  bacteriological  work,  which  is  used  extensively  by  the 
Corporation  and  by  the  medical  practitioners  in  the  town. 

The  examinations  undertaken  include  throat  swabs,  blood, 
sputum,  material  in  cases  of  food  poisoning,  etc. 

In  addition  to  the  above  there  is  now  a  laboratory  at  the 
Margate  General  Hospital  in  charge  of  Dr.  H.  Stern  dale. 

(b)  Ambulance  Facilities. 

The  Kent  County  Council  is  the  responsible  Authority  for  the 
provision  of  an  Ambulance  Service  throughout  the  County,  and  the 
services  provide  for  the  carrying  of  both  walking  and  sitting  cases 
and  patients  can  be  moved  to  any  part  of  the  British  Isles. 


The  Kent  County  Council  took  over  sole  responsibility  for  the 

ambulance  services  in  Thanet  on  the  30th  September,  1951.  The 

Service  now  operates  from  the  main  Ambulance  Depot  at  St. 

Peter’s  and  covers  the  whole  of  the  Thanet  area  ;  the  nearest 
neighbouring  Stations  (according  to  location  or  requirements) 

are  Whitstable,  Canterbury,  and  Deal. 

No  difficulties  have  been  found  in  attending  emergency  calls 
under  this  new  arrangement.  Voluntary  help  it  still  given  in 
manning  the  ambulances  by  the  Margate  Ambulance  Corps. 

It  is  of  interest  to  note  that  in  February,  1953,  radio  telephone 
equipment  was  installed  at  the  Broadstairs  Northdown  Road 
Station,  thus  enabling  radio  telephone  communication  to  be  made 
to  most  of  the  vehicles  in  the  area. 

The  following  statistics  supplied  by  the  County  Medical  Officer 
give  particulars  of  the  patients  carried,  lengths  of  journeys,  etc. 
from  the  Broadstairs  Station.  These  figures  include  Margate, 
Ramsgate  and  Broadstairs.

(c)  Nursing  in  the  Home. 

Home  Nursing  is  provided  free  by  the  Kent  County  Council 
Responsibility  for  patients  in  the  area  of  the  old  Borough  is  taken 
by  the  Margate  District  Nursing  Association  acting  on  an  agency 
basis. 

The  total  number  of  Home  Nurses  in  the  area  of  the  Borough 
is  five  full-time  Nurses. 

(d)  Domestic  Help  Service. 

A  Domestic  Help  Service  is  operated  by  the  Kent  Countv 
Council  for  assisting  the  sick,  aged  and  infirm  in  cases  of  urgent 
need.  The  Area  Organiser,  Mrs.  Heyes,  has  an  off.ce  in  the  Health 
Department,  34  Grosvenor  Place,  Margate. 

The  weekly  average  number  of  Domestic  Helps  employed  on 
this  service  during  the  year  was  40,  and  the  average  number  of 
patients  weekly  was  235. 

(e)  Health  Visiting  and  School  Health  Service.

(5)  PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER 
INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 

The  prevalence  of  infectious  disease  is  uniformly  distributed 
throughout  the  wards  of  the  town.  This  is  due  to  the  fact  that 
there  is  no  large  industrial  area  or  working  class  area  confined  to 
any  one  ward. 

Small  Pox. 

No  cases  of  small  pox  occurred  during  the  year. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

There  were  45  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  26  of  which  occurred 
amongst  school  children.  At  no  time  was  there  an  epidemic  in  any 
school  or  district  of  the  town.  The  disease  was  of  a  mild  type 
generally.  There  were  no  “  return  cases  ”  during  the  year. 

Diphtheria. 

One  case  was  notified  during  the  year.  The  patient  recovered. 

Enteric  Group. 

No  cases  were  notified  during  the  year. 

Meningococcal  Infection. 

One  case  was  notified  during  the  year. 

Encephalitis. 

One  case  of  Infective  Encephalitis  was  notified  during  the  year. 

Poliomyelitis. 

There  were  eight  cases  of  poliomyelitis  notified  during  the 
year,  viz,  7  Paralytic  and  1  non-Paralytic. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. 

There  were  no  cases  notified  during  the  year. 
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Tuberculosis. 

There  were  23  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  2  cases  of 
non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  notified  during  the  year  and  there  were 
8  deaths  from  pulmonary  and  1  from  non-pulmonary. 

It  was  not  found  necessary  to  take  any  action  under  the  Public 
Health  (Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1925,  and  no 
action  was  taken  under  Section  172  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936. 

Scabies. 

Facilities  are  provided  for  the  treatment  of  cases  of  scabies  at 
the  Disinfecting  Station.  Treatment  can  be  carried  out  by  the 
Health  Visitors  and  the  patients’  clothing  and  bedding  can  also  be 
disinfected. 

Miscellaneous. 

Non-notifiable  infectious  diseases,  such  as  Chicken  Pox,  Mumps, 
etc.,  are  notified  by  the  parents  and  school  teachers.  These  cases 
are  visited,  as  far  as  time  will  permit,  by  the  School  Nurses,  and 
if  a  doctor  is  not  in  attendance,  advice  is  given  as  to  the  care  of  the 
patient,  isolation,  etc.  Contacts  are  excluded  from  school  according 
to  regulation. 

Immunisation. 

Well  over  70%  of  the  children  under  the  age  of  15  are 
immunised  against  Diphtheria.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 


Water  Supply. 

For  fifty  years  the  water  supply  to  Margate,  excluding  Westgate 
and  Birchington,  has  been  derived  from  wells  and  adits  driven, 
beneath  the  valleys  in  the  chalk  downland  to  the  south  of  Wingliam 
some  sixteen  miles  from  Margate.  The  chalk  in  this  area  is  of  a 
comparatively  soft  and  fissured  nature  and  yields  large  quantities 
which  outcrop  in  springs,  flowing  eventually  into  the  Wingham 
River  and  Little  Stour. 

The  district  immediately  around  the  source  is  t}/pical 
agricultural  country.  The  modernisation  of  the  sanitary  arrange¬ 
ments  in  parts  of  the  area  not  sewered  is  under  review,  and  schemes 
submitted  by  Local  Authorities  have  been  approved  by  the  Ministry 
of  Health.  The  mining  village  and  colliery  about  two  and  a  half 
miles  to  the  south  have  been  effectively  sewered  and  a  pipeline 
provided  to  convey  the  mine  water  away  from  the  catchment  area. 

The  Margate  Supply  is  drawn  from  the  underground  water 
and.  after  sterilisation  by  chlorination  plant,  is  pumped  to  Margate 
through  large  cast  iron  pumping  mains  direct  into  the  town's 
distribution  mains.  Storage  reservoirs  holding  six  million  gallons 
have  been  constructed  at  Fleete,  near  Margate,  and  water  also  flows 
from  these  into  supply  during  periods  of  very  high  rates  of  usage  in 
the  town  and  when  the  pumps  at  Wingham  are  not  in  operation. 

The  quality  of  the  water  is  kept  under  constant  observation 
and  is  subject  to  bacteriological  examination  fortnightly  in  the 
winter  and  more  frequently  in  the  summer  when  much  greater 
quantities  are  distributed,  not  only  to  Margate  but  to  all  the 
neighbouring  water  authorities  in  Thanet  when  they  require 
supplementary  supplies. 

The  parishes  of  Westgate  and  Birchington,  which  were  brought 
into  the  Borough  in  1935,  are  still  supplied  by  the  Westgate  and 
Birchington  Water  Company,  which  derives  its  supply  from  a  deep 
well  with  adits  at  Sparrow  Castle,  almost  in  the  centre  of  Thanet. 
Here  also  the  supply  is  a  typical  chalk  water.  The  pumping 
mains  are  interconnected  with  those  of  the  Margate  Undertaking, 
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and  a  supply  can  be  taken  by  the  Company  during  peak  summer 
demands. 

Samples  have  been  taken  fortnightly  and  the  analyses  have 
been  entirely  satisfactory. 

The  water  is  not  plumbo-solvent. 

There  are  three  standpipes  to  supply  water  to  the  residents  of 
the  Queensdown  area. 

There  is  now  only  one  house  dependent  entirely  on  a  well  supply.

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

The  Borough  is  drained  as  far  as  Margate  is  concerned  on  the 
combined  system,  with  a  sea  outfall  at  Foreness  Point.  Westgate 
is  drained  on  a  separate  system,  the  sewage  being  pumped  into  the 
Margate  system,  and  Birchington  is  also  drained  on  a  separate 
system,  the  effluent  being  treated  at  the  disposal  works  on  the 
marshes  beyond  Minnis  Bay  and  discharged  into  the  sea.  In  both 
outfalls  the  discharge  takes  place  on  the  ebb  tide,  and  the  effluent 
is  carried  clear  away  from  the  foreshore. 

A  new  outfall  42"  in  diameter,  600  yards  long,  has  been  con¬ 
structed  at  Foreness  Point.  This  discharges  into  deep  water  and  a 
strong  north-easterly  current  at  the  edge  of  Longnose  Spit.  A  new 
storage  culvert  has  been  constructed  which  provides  approximately 
four  times  the  present  capacity,  and  improved  screening  and 
pumping  plant  is  now  installed  in  an  extension  of  the  existing 
Pumping  Station. 

From  Foreness  Point  to  Newgate  Gap  a  large  new  culvert  has 
been  constructed  and  further  instalments  of  the  scheme  will  be 
carried  out  as  required. 

Consideration  is  now  being  given  to  the  construction  of  a  new 
Pumping  Station  at  King  Street,  the  present  plant  and  buildings 
being  about  at  the  limit  of  their  useful  life. 
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REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL. 


This  branch  of  public  service  is  one  which  requires  careful 
handling,  owing  to  the  varying  quantities  produced  through  seasonal 
fluctuation. 

A  general  weekly  collection  is  made,  but  large  establishments, 
such  as  the  principal  hotels,  are  cleared  during  the  season  according 
to  requirements  within  the  capacity  of  the  limited  labour  force  at 
present  available. 

Fish  offal  is  collected  upon  request  of  the  tradesman,  and  a 
charge  based  upon  actual  cost  of  collection,  but  no  charge  is  made 
for  its  disposal. 

In  1939  the  Refuse  Destructor  was  modernised  by  the  installa¬ 
tion  of  mechanical  handling  and  separating  machinery,  and  all 
refuse  is  now  dealt  with  by  incineration.  Further  alterations  at  the 
Destructor  for  the  improvement  of  working  conditions  for  the  men 
and  better  disposal  of  the  refuse  have  recently  been  installed,  the 
machinery  being  converted  to  electric  drive  instead  of  steam  and 
trough  grates  with  mechanical  clearance  of  clinker  instead  of  hand 
raking  are  now  in  operation. 

Waste  paper  is  also  being  salvaged  and  sold,  this  being  a  very 
valuable  commodity  and  also  reduces  very  considerably  the  bulk 
of  refuse  to  be  burnt. 

Heavy  metal  articles  are  received  at  the  Destructor  where  a 
charge  of  is.  8d.  per  load  is  made  to  cover  the  cost  of  cutting  up  and 
disposal. 

Large  tins  and  other  incombustible  materials  are  sorted  out  and 
suitably  disposed  of,  the  tins  being  baled  ready  for  transport  to  a 
smelting  works. 

In  order  to  ascertain  the  exact  cost  of  collection  and  disposal 
per  ton,  and  to  keep  strict  records  of  the  actual  quantities  dealt 
with  a  weighbridge  is  provided  at  the  Refuse  Destructor,  with  a 
capacity  of  20  tons,  and  the  resulting  costs,  bearing  in  mind  the 
length  of  haul  from  point  of  collection  to  the  Destructor,  indicates 
that  the  work  is  effected  in  economic  fashion. 
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SANITARY  INSPECTION  OF  THE  DISTRICT 

The  following  report  and  information  has  been  submitted  by 
the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector. 

During  the  year  985  complaints,  etc.,  were  received  and 
investigated,  and  including  results  of  routine  inspections  1,015 
preliminary  notices  or  letters  were  sent,  of  which  38  required  the 
service  of  statutory  notices. 

After  the  flooding  of  the  31st  January,  assistance  was  given  in 
drying  clothes  and  soft  furnishings,  and  occupiers  supplied  with 
solvents  and  deodorants. 

All  licensed  premises  were  visited  and  details  recorded  during 
the  year. 

Routine  visits,  commenced  in  1952,  to  all  factories  including 
building  sites  were  completed  in  the  Spring. 

Routine  housing  inspections,  etc.,  could  in  the  main  only  be 
carried  out  during  the  off  season. 

On  publication  of  the  Housing  Repairs  and  Rent  Bill  a  system¬ 
atic  inspection  of  the  older  and  smaller  dwellinghouses  was  com¬ 
menced  and  a  preliminary  survey  made  of  all  sub-standard  houses.

The  one  Holder 
type  plant  having  been  removed  early  in  the  year  and  a  H.T.S.T. 
plant  installed.

There  were  no  refusals  or  revocations. 

Seventy-one  samples  of  pasteurised  milk  were 

submitted  for 

bacteriological  examination,  all  of  which  passed  the  Methylene 
Blue  and  Phosphatase  Tests. 

Fifty- two  samples  of  milk  were  taken  for  chemical  analysis 
and  a  table  showing  the  fat  and  non-fatty  solids  percentages  will 
be  found  on  another  page. 

Milk  supplied  to  schools  was  also  regularly  sampled. 

Twenty-four  washed  milk  bottles  were  submitted  for  bacterio¬ 
logical  examination.  These  were  all  satisfactory  with  the  excep¬ 
tion  of  three  which  came  from  the  same  plant  and  the  cause  was 
soon  discovered  and  rectified. 

MEAT. 

The  one  slaughterhouse  now  in  use  is  a  modern  well-equipped 
building  containing  much  labour  saving  machinery.  Only  pigs 
are  killed  here  and  most  of  them  pass  to  a  local  bacon  factory. 
Four  thousand,  three  hundred  and  eighty-one  pigs  were  killed 
during  the  year  and  every  one  of  them  inspected,  313  attendances 
being  made  for  this  purpose. 

Details  of  meat  unfit  for  human  consumption  will  be  found 
on  a  previous  page. 
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SAMPLING. 

A  sample  of  Milk  with  a  Fat  Content  well  below  3%  was  found 
to  be  genuine  when  seven  “  Appeal  to  the  Cow  ”  samples  showed 
a  low  Fat  Content. 

One  sample  of  Mincemeat  was  reported  to  be  low  grade  dried 
fruit,  sugar  and  suet  but  complied  with  the  Ministry’s  Standard. 

A  sample  of  Strawberry  Jam  was  reported  to  be  high  class 
but  contained  fragments  of  an  insect,  probably  a  bee. 

A  sample  of  Apple  Puree  was  high  in  Tin  Content  and  was 
obviously  very  old  stock. 

A  sample  of  Olive  Oil  was  reported  genuine  but  obviously  was 
of  old  stock. 

The  finding  of  samples  which  were  unsatisfactory  because  of 
age  were  useful  in  persuading  vendors  to  surrender  old  stock  and 
induce  them  not  to  overbuy  and  to  keep  a  stricter  control  over 
their  stock. 

LICENSED  PREMISES  (Public  Houses). 

During  the  year  special  attention  was  given  to  the  sanitary  accom¬ 
modation  and  washing  facilities  in  all  licensed  premises. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  66  of  the  premises  had  piped  hot  and 
cold  water  laid  on  in  the  bars  for  washing  glasses.  In  the  remaining 
11  cases  there  was  only  a  piped  cold  water  supply  but  some  hot 
water  was  usually  available  nearby. 

The  sanitary  accommodation  continues  to  be  improved  and  on 
the  whole  was  found  to  be  reasonably  satisfactory. 

CATERING  ESTABLISHMENTS. 

There  are  nearly  200  restaurants,  snack  bars,  and  hotels  open 
to  non-residents  in  the  Borough  and  during  the  year  351  visits  were 
made. 

The  standard  of  catering  establishments  continued  to  improve. 

Many  were  open  only  during  the  summer  season.

The  premises  of  all  Fish  Friers  operating  within  the  district 
have  been  kept  in  a  generally  satisfactory  manner. 
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GENERAL. 


Attention  was  given  to  the  provisions  of  the  Merchandise 
Marks  Act  and  Labelling  of  Food  Order.  Several  minor  infringe¬ 
ments  were  discovered  but  no  legal  action  was  taken  ;  most  were 
due  to  lack  of  knowledge  of  the  regulations. 

OTHER  SANITARY  CONDITIONS  REQUIRING  REPORT. 
OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 

There  is  only  one  licensed  dealer  in  rags,  bones,  etc.,  within  the 
district.  On  the  whole  the  premises  have  been  kept  in  a  satisfactory 
manner. 

PIG  KEEPING,  etc. 

Nearly  all  piggeries  were  visited  during  the  year,  and  although 
most  were  found  to  be  well  kept,  conditions  at  some  were  far  from 
ideal.  Two  convictions  were  obtained  for  contravention  of  the 
By-laws  “For  Preventing  and  Keeping  of  Animals  so  as  to  be 
Prejudicial  to  Health.”

Warfarin,  a  blood  anti-coagulant,  was  used  in  the  main  in 
preference  to  phosphoric  and  arsenical  poisons. 
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For  a  town  the  size  of  Margate  the  rat  population  appears  to 
be  low  and  consists  only  of  the  common  brown  rat.  No  black  or 
“  ship  ”  rat  has  yet  been  found. 

Many  trivial  complaints  were  received  and  in  21  cases  they 
were  completely  unfounded. 

Formal  Action. 

The  owner  of  a  vacant  plot  of  land  heavily  infested  with  rats 
could  not  be  found.  Notices  were  posted  on  the  plot  but  as  no 
person  responsible  for  the  land  was  forthcoming  it  was  disinfested 
and  cleared  of  undergrowth,  etc.,  by  the  rodent  operators.  The 
cost  of  the  work,  £12  is.  od.,  was  entered  as  a  charge  against  the 
land  in  the  Land  Charges  register. 

Rodent  Operators. 

Three  of  the  Health  Department  workmen  were  employed  as 
part-time  rodent  operators. 

Block  Control. 

Where  two  or  more  adjoining  properties  were  infested  they 
were  treated  as  one  unit.  Fifty  blocks  containing  164  properties 
were  so  treated.  Where  it  was  considered  advisable  sewer  manholes 
were  baited  at  the  same  time,  but  it  is  very  uncommon  in  Margate 
to  find  any  connection  between  sewer  and  other  infestations.  This 
is  probably  due  to  the  drains  of  almost  all  buildings,  even  the 
oldest,  being  disconnected  from  the  sewers  by  intercepting  chambers 
or  street  interceptors.  These  street  interceptors  began  to  be  laid 
as  far  back  as  1870  and,  as  far  as  is  known,  they  are  not  a  common 
feature  of  the  drainage  system  of  any  town  in  the  country. 

Charges. 

Occupiers  of  business  premises  and  agricultural  property  were 
charged  according  to  the  time  taken  by  the  rodent  operators  to 
carry  out  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries’  disinfestation 
scheme.  The  amount  involved  was  £99.  Occupiers  of  private 
dwelling-houses  were  given  a  free  service. 
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Disinfestation  of  Sewers. 

Sewers  are  treated  at  six-monthly  intervals  and  once  a  year 
10%  of  the  manholes  not  previously  found  infested  are  tested. 

The  treatment  consists  of  laying  unpoisoned  bait  in  the  man¬ 
holes  on  two  consecutive  days  and  on  the  third  day  laying  poisoned 
bait  where  takes  have  been  found. 

The  test  consists  of  placing  unpoisoned  bait  in  the  manholes 
and  checking  later  for  a  take.  Where  a  take  is  found  the  manhole 
and  those  in  the  immediate  vicinity  are  included  in  the  treatment 
which  follows

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PLACES  OF  ENTERTAINMENT. 

All  places  of  entertainment  were  inspected  and  a  fair  standard 
was  maintained  throughout,  and  minor  matters  only  had  to  be 
dealt  with  during  the  year. 

FACTORIES  ACT. 

All  factories  were  visited  during  the  year  and  the  register 
brought  up  to  date. 

Although  sanitary  accommodation  on  housing  sites  has  im¬ 
proved,  several  sites  remain  unsatisfactory  barely  complying  with 
the  provisions  of  the  Factories  Act. 

The  practice  of  using  chemical  closets,  which  was  in  the  main 
quite  satisfactory  at  first,  was  discontinued  by  the  builders  owing 
to  various  troubles. 

HOUSING. 

During  the  year  1953,  the  erection  of  125  new  houses  and  flats 
was  authorised  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government, 
and  building  work  progressed  satisfactorily. 
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Together  with  houses  and  flats  previously  authorised,  the 
total  number  of  new  dwellings  contracted  for  since  the  war  to  31st 
December,  1953,  is  1,078  and  144  of  these  were  completed  and 
occupied  during  1953,  providing  accommodation  for  that  number 
of  families.  The  total  number  of  Council  houses  and  flats  occupied 
at  31st  December,  1953,  was  1,465,  which  figure  includes  551  pre-war 
houses. 

In  addition  to  the  permanent  houses  and  flats,  70  temporary 
houses  provided  at  the  end  of  the  war  remain  in  occupation. 

Of  the  130  properties  requisitioned  after  the  war  for  families 
inadequately  housed  (which  provided  241  units  of  habitation) 
101  were  still  under  requisition  at  31st  December,  1953,  and  occupied 
by  203  families.  The  Council  is  expediting  the  release  of  requisi¬ 
tioned  properties  in  view  of  the  recommendation  of  the  Working 
Party  set  up  by  the  Government  to  report  on  Requisitioned  Pro¬ 
perties  that  local  authorities  having  not  more  than  250  families  in 
requisitioned  properties  should  release  all  of  them  by  10th 
December,  1956. 

Applicants  on  the  housing  waiting  list  at  the  end  of  the  year 
numbered  1,298. 

During  the  year  under  review  the  Council  made  a  Clearance 
Order  under  the  Housing  Act,  1936,  in  respect  of  Nos.  1  and  2, 
Ark  Cottages,  Crow  Hill  Road,  Garlinge;  and  these  houses  were 
demolished  and  the  site  was  acquired  by  the  Council  for  housing 
purposes.  Clearance  Orders  were  also  made  in  respect  of  No.  2, 
Victoria  Road  and  Nos.  1  and  2,  Church  Street,  and  also  Nos.  21, 
23,  25,  27  and  29,  St.  John’s  Road,  but  these  Orders  had  not  been 
confirmed  by  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  by 
the  31st  December,  1953.  A  Clearance  Order  made  in  respect  of  Nos. 
3L  33>  35  and  3 7,  St  John’s  Road  and  No.  49  Victoria  Road,  was 
confirmed  by  the  Minister  during  the  year  and  these  properties  were 
demolished. 

Demolition  Orders  under  the  Housing  Act,  1936,  were  made 
against  No.  34,  Pleasant  Place,  Nos.  73  and  75,  Rancorn  Road,  and 


“  Wayside  ”  near  junction  of  Woodchurch/Manston  Roads  and 
Westleigh  Road  and  these  properties  were  demolished. 

Closing  Orders  were  made  in  respect  of  Basement  Rooms  at 
No.  40  Fort  Hill,  Rooms  at  The  Lodge,  Spurgeons  Home,  Canter¬ 
bury  Road,  Birchington,  and  also  against  Nos.  65  and  73  King  Street, 
and  remain  in  operation. 

No.  5  Alkali  Row  was  rendered  fit  for  occupation  after 
representation  made  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  an 
undertaking  was  accepted  by  the  Council  that  a  shed  at  No.  1 
Northdown  Road,  would  not  be  used  for  human  habitation. 

The  Council  rehoused  the  occupants  of  the  houses  which  were 
made  the  subject  of  Clearance,  Demolition  and  Closing  Orders  in 
cases  where  such  rehousing  was  necessary. 

The  question  of  acquiring  land  for  the  completion  of  the 
Council's  housing  programme,  i.e.,  the  provision  of  800  new  dwell¬ 
ings,  was  still  under  discussion  with  appropriate  authorities  at  the 
end  of  the  year. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  a  survey  was  made  of  the  sub¬ 
standard  properties  and  detailed  reports  prepared  in  24  cases  for 
representation  early  1954. 

House  to  house  inspections  of  other  properties  was  carried  out 
and  many  preliminary  Housing  Act  notices  were  served. 

A  report  was  made  to  the  Housing  Committee  of  requirements 
for  Slum  Clearance  and  the  Council  agreed  to  set  aside  25  houses 
per  annum  for  rehousing.

Rehousing. 

Full  factual  reports  on  the  housing  conditions  of  applicants  for 
Corporation  accommodation  were  compiled  when  requested  by  the 
Borough  Treasurer’s  Department. 

Additional  reports  are  also  submitted  in  the  case  of  transfer. 
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Six  hundred  and  forty-three  inspections  with  four  hundred 
and  forty-eight  reports  were  made  for  the  Committee  concerned 
during  the  year. 

One  hundred  and  one  inspections  with  reports  were  also  made 
to  aid  the  Committee  dealing  with  S.D.A.A.  loans. 

One  case  of  overcrowding  was  abated. 

CAMPING  SITES. 

The  two  camping  sites  were  periodically  visited  and  always 
found  to  be  satisfactorily  maintained. 

A  few  caravans  were  brought  into  the  town  and  used  for  human 
habitation  but  were  moved  without  formal  action  having  to  be 
taken . 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE. 

Applications  were  made  for  burial  in  ten  cases,  but  after 
immediate  and  extensive  investigations  only  six  had  to  be  interred 
by  the  Local  Authority.

Observer  : —

I  beg  to  submit  the  following  report  relating  to  the  Meteoro¬ 
logical  Observations  at  Margate  during  the  year  1953. 

The  weather  during  the  whole  twelve  months  compares 
favourably  with  former  years,  the  temperature  was  higher  ;  we 
had  less  rain  and  although  there  was  less  sunshine  we  can  still  keep 
our  place  in  the  “  seaside  resorts  sumhine  record.” 

The  most  rainfall  in  any  one  day  was  on  the  22nd  September 
when  1. 18  inches  was  recorded. 

Thunderstorms  occurred  during  May,  June,  July  and  August 
but  on  each  occassion  they  were  of  short  duration. 

Fog  was  recorded  on  eight  days  during  the  winter  months,  but 
in  all  cases  it  cleared  before  mid-day. 

Slight  falls  of  snow  were  recorded  during  January  on  the  6th 
and  7th,  when  1  inch  fell. 

The  highest  maximum  temperature  was  on  7th  July,  when 
it  rose  to  8o°F. 

Lowest  minimum  temperature  was  on  the  15th  November, 
when  it  fell  to  25°F. 

Record  of  prevailing  wind  taken  at  Observation  Hour  is  as

The  Station  was  inspected  by  an  official  of  the  Air  Ministry 
on  20th  May.  All  instruments  were  checked  and  tested  and  found 
to  be  in  order. 
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Daily,  weekly  and  monthly  reports  are  sent  to  the  Publicity 
Department. 

Telegraphic  reports  are  sent  to  the  Air  Ministry  daily  during 
the  months  of  April  to  September. 

The  monthly  summary  of  the  weather  is  as  below  : — 

January.  Mainly  dry,,  but  rather  cold.  A  strong  N.W.  gale 
prevailed  on  the  31st  and  this  accompanied  by  very  high 
spring  tide,  caused  unprecedented  damage  on  the  East  and 
South  Coast.  Considerable  damage  was  done  in  the  Thanet 
Area,  but  happily  without  loss  of  life.  Maximum  temperature 
averaging  42.4,  minimum  35.6.  Snow  fell  on  the  6th  and  7th  ; 
ground  frost  on  10  nights.  Rainfall  0.66  inches.  Sunshine 
23.2  hours. 

February.  Mainly  dry  ;  cold  at  first,  becoming  very  mild  after 
the  17th.  N.W.  gale  from  31st  January  gradually  dying  out 
but  tide  still  very  high.  Maximum  temperature  averaging 
42. 90.  Minimum  36.6°.  Ground  frost  on  nine  nights.  Rainfall 
1.26  inches.  Sunshine  63.9  hours. 

March.  Dry  and  sunny.  With  fog  night  and  morning.  Maximum 
temperature  averaging  46.0°.  Minimum  35.6°.  Rainfall  0.20. 
inches.  Sunshine  105.3  hours. 

April.  Sunny,  but  rather  cool.  Maximum  temperature  averaging 
49. 40.  Minimum  42.6°.  Rainfall  0.69.  Sunshine  187.5  hours. 

May.  Warm  and  sunny.  Slight  thunderstorms  on  25th  and  27th. 
Maximum  temperature  averaging  59.6°.  Minimum  53.  i°. 

Rainfall  2.1  inches.  Sunshine  249.4  hours. 

June.  Mainly  dull.  Cold  for  the  first  part  of  the  month.  Slight 
thunderstorm  on  21st.  Maximum  temperature  averaging 
60. o°.  Minimum  53. 2°.  Rainfall  2.26  inches.  Sunshine  174.3 
hours. 

July.  Unsettled  and  wet.  Thunderstorms  on  13th,  14th  and  27th. 
Maximum  temperature  averaging  67.6°.  Minimum  55. 90. 

Rainfall  2.88  inches.  Sunshine  210.8  hours. 
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August.  Commencing  fair  then  changeable.  Thunderstorms  on 
15th,  21st,  and  24th.  Although  the  Maximum  temperature 
average  was  the  highest  for  any  month  in  the  year,  it  was 
surprising  how  the  temperature  would  vary  so  much  from 
day  to  day.  Maximum  temperature  average  69.4°.  Mini¬ 
mum  57. 5°.  Rainfall  1.86  inches.  Sunshine  243.7  hours. 

September.  Mainly  fine  from  1st  to  14th.  Then  unsettled  with 
heavy  rain.  It  was  during  this  month  that  we  had  the  most 
rainfall  in  one  day  when  1.18  inches  was  recorded.  Severe  gale 
on  the  2 1st.  Maximum  temperature  average  64.8°.  Minimum 
54. 1  °.  Rainfall  2.98  inches.  Sunshine  209.2  hours. 

October.  Fairly  dry,  but  dull.  During  the  month  considerable 
amount  of  morning  mist  was  experienced  which  was  slow  to 
clear.  Maximum  temperature  52.8°.  Minimum  45. 50.  Rain¬ 
fall  1.82  inches.  Sunshine  94.2  hours. 

November.  Unusually  mild,  but  dull.  Rainfall  well  below 
average  for  this  time  of  the  year.  Fog  on  the  17th  and  25th. 
Maximum  temperature  average  52 .8°.  Minimum  45-5°. 
Rainfall  1.24  inches.  Sunshine  52.9  hours. 

December.  Very  dry,  but  dull.  Very  little  rain.  Fog  on  the 
1 8th  and  23rd.  Maximum  temperature  average  50. o°.  Mini¬ 
mum  44. 50.  Rainfall  .94  inches.  Sunshine  32.4  hours.
